NOVELTY IN BOX CARS. 


Bwlmc Jo»r»«tU Permit 


Movements. 


Experiments are conducted by the 


Illinois Central railway In a device 
•which Is likely to revolutionize the 
freight carrying business, aays tbe Chi- 
cago Record-Herald. The experiments 
are being made with a box car tbe 
trucks of wbicb are fitted with ball 
bearing Journals, which make the car 
run so easily that a single person can 
move it This feat was easily accom- 
plished the other day by many people 
who were examining the car as it stood 
In the yards. Tbe bearing consists of 
four races of three-quarter balls. The 
latter are built to take tbe thrust of 
the car when going around a curve. 
There are 132 three-quarter balls in 
each Journal, each of which will sus- 
tain a crushing strain of 78.000 pounds. 
Tbe smaller balls frill sustain a weight 
of 38,000 pounds. 


The car in question was loaded with 


80,000 pounds of steel castings and 
made the trip to New Orleans, where 
It was loaded with coffee and returned 
to Chicago. It Is stated that the jour- 
nal* have an average life of seven 
years, which is much longer than the 
Journals now in use. The most Impor- 
tant advantage claimed for them is 
the great ease w:tb whlcb they can be 
moved. If practicable, train loads can 
easily be doubled and hauled with the 
aame power now used. This would 
mean tremendous economy in opera- 
tion.

Columbua. Aug. 26.—Governor Nash 


submitted hJa meesaee to the Ohio 
legislature, which convened in extra 
•608 Ion at 3 o'clock this afternoon, 
and the document was read at once 
in both branches of the assembly. 
The governor in his message calls at- 
tention to the passage of the Boyer 
bill limiting the Jurisdiction of the 
supreme court of the state and also 
to tbe decisions of that court which 
deprive Ohio municipalities of all gov- 
ernment. He recommends that no 
subject of legislation be considered at 
the extra session except tbe Royer 
law and the municipal code, which 
waa drafted under his immediate su- 
pervision. The governor's message 
follows in foil: 
To the Seventy-fifth General Assembly: 
' Ton have assembled upon tbe proclama- 
tion of tb« governor. It is now my dnty 
to state to you the purpose for which, you 
hare been convened. 


1. On the 12th day of May. 1902. a bill 


became a law. entitled. "An act to amend 
section 0710 (as amended 88 O. I*. 255). 
of the Revised Statures of Ohio." Since 
that time this law has passed under the 
scrutiny of fhe supreme court and that 
tribunal fonnd that It had| been deprived, 
of nearly all the appellate Jurisdiction, 
formerly possessed by It. 
If this act Is 


permitted to stand, it will take from tfie 
people the right to have a large percentage 
of their civil cases reviewed on error by 
the highest court. I am Informed, and I 
am constrained, to believe, that it was not 
your wish, nor your Intention, to do this. 
The error should be remedied, as speedily 
as pos*U>I«. 
I therefore recommend that 


the act of May 12. 190SJ. above referred to, 
be repealed, and such additional legisla- 
tion had as is necessary to restore to said 
court the Jurisdiction which It possessed 
before the passage of said act, and to re- 
store to litigants the same rights they 
would have had if said act had nerer been 
.enacted. - . 
2. During the last days of June the su- 


preme court of the state handed down 
several decisions, whlcb practically deprive 
our municipal corporations of all govern- 
ment. 
It is apparent that this Is an ex- 


traordinary occasion which needs a remedy 
at the earliest possible moment. 
Consti- 


tutional government most be restored to 
oar cities iM villages. Tbe labor demand.* 
ed of us Is not so much a work of con- 
struction as of readjustment. The question 
now is, not what we think would be a 
"model" municipal government, bnt what 
we can get. considering the constitutional 
limitations, and all the circumstances sur-, 
rounding us. The task must be approached 
with a spirit of "give and take" and with 
a determination :o accomplish something 
which will bring order oat of chaos. 
It 


is time enough to attempt to have our 
favorite ideas in regard to municipalities 
incorporated Into law after order has been 
restored aad when the general assembly 
has ample time, at its regular session, to 
discuss and consider tbero. 


Perhaps It will be beneficial In onr work 


to recall. In a brief way, the history of 
municipalities and their government is 
Ohio. Under the old constitution, the gen- 
eral assembly -was left free to provide for 
any city or village such a government as 
it might wish. 
As a result they were 


gives special charters, each differing from 
the other in many Important particulars- 
Fifty years of 
experience demonstrated 


that this system was full of wrongs. The 
subject was carefully considered by the 
convention which made the constitution 
of 1831- 
The result of their labors was 


article 13 of that constitution, section 1 of 
which provides, 'The genera! assembly 
shall pass no special act conferring cor- 
porate powers." and section 6 of which 
reads. "The general assembly shall provide 
for the organization of cities and Incor- 
porated villages by general laws, and re- 
strict their power of taxation, assessment, 
borrowing money, contracting debts and 
loaning their credit, so as to prevent the 
abase of such powers." These plain words 
Indicate that the Intention of the constitu- 
tion is to commend the general assembly 
to provide for the government of cities 
by uniform and (Mitral laws. This com- 
mand was fairly well obeyed for several 
year*. Then, what seemed to b« the wants 
and demands of the people caused a resort 
to various modes of classification. 
These 


grew to be absurd In their character. The 
government of one city no longer resem- 
bled the government of another. We were 
again In the midst of tbe evils that ex- 
isted in Ohio prior to 1S31. 
This trans- 


gression of tbe law of the constitution 
could not last forever. A crash must come. 
ami it did come in Jcne of this year. 


In doing our work we should be careful 


to stand rightly by tbe principles of the 
constitution. A departure from this course 
would make our work a nullity and con- 
tinue indefinitely the confusion which now 
exists 
It has been sucgested. by v«ry rc- 


spectabie peopJe. tbat yon can authorize 
tbe citizens of municipalities to do some- 
thing that yon cannot do yourselves; that 
yon may empower the people of tbe eight 
hundred cities and villages in Ohio to as- 
lemble in constitutional conventions, and. 
each for itse!f. adopt a charter for its 
government. The result would be. as many 
vhcmes for tbe government of cities and 
villages as there are municipalises In the 
*tate. 
W> would azaln be In tbe midst 


of tbe perils which ^urrocaded our fathers 
in 1SC1. increa-wd Icn fold, sad wonM at- 
terly disregard the conHnanrt of onr -hisb- 
t*t court, which says that we mu<=t h*ve 
uniform and general law* for our govern- 
ir.eit, 
1 tnerefore recommend 
that no 


heed be given to this suggestion.

mendation to yon in regard to this work.

1 suggest that by joint resolutions you 
refer the school law* to the state- com- 
missioner of common schools and the at- 
torney general: the laws relating to the 
compensation of 
county officers to th» 


auditor of state, secretary of state and the 
attorney general: the laws relating to reg- 
istration and elections to the secretary of 
state: and the laws relating to annual 
boards of equalization to the auditor of 
state, with instructions to revise and re- 
codify said laws, remove therefrom all Im- 
perfections, and hare their work ready for 
presentation to the next general assembly 
of Ohio, on the first Monday In January. 
Iflfri. 
The officers named a*e entirely 


familiar with these laws, and I am sure 
they would make a perfect revision of the 
same. 


I most earnestly recommend that no sub- 


ject of legislation be considered at this 
extraordinary session of the general as- 
sembly, except those herein suggested.

MUNICIPAL. BILL 


Duly Launched 
In 
Both Branches. 


Sketch of Ita Provisions. 


Senator 
Longworth of Cincinnati 


had the honor of presenting the code 
bill to the senate, and Representative 
Comings of Lorain county performed 
the act in the house. Features of the 
code presented to the legislature are 
as follows: 


Municipalities of 5,000 and over are 


cities, or less than 9,000 villages. 
Takes effect, if passed. Nov. 15. 1902. 
First election under it to be held first 
Monday In April, 1903. Officers then 
elected to assume office first Monday 
in May. 1903. The present de facto 
governments in all cities set the ma- 
chinery of the code in motion. Prior 
to Jan. 1. 1903, they are charged with 
redistrictlng each municipality into 
ac many wards as it Is allowed coun- 
ciimen. The de facto councils fix the 
salaries of new councils not to exceed 
$1.200 a year. On reaching tbe 5.000 
mark villages become cities on proc- 
lamation by secretary of state. 


In cities of 5,000. a council of seven, 


members, three elected at large. All 
terms for three years. For the first 
additional 20.000 increase two addi- 
tional counclhnen. Then one addition- 
al councilman for every 15.000 In- 
crease from wards, provided, how- 
ever, that when the council numbers 
15 or more one-fifth of its members 
be elected at large. 


In council is centered all legislative 


power, such as councils now enjoy, 
fixes all salaries, can create additional 
officers and fix their salaries, has no 
executive power, does not approve ap- 
pointments or approve the contracts 
it authorizes made. The mayor is 
elected for three years. He makes all 
appointments and removals, the latter 
after filing of charges and trial- Pres- 
ident of the council Is elected for 
three years, is vice mayor. Merit ays- 
tern in police and fire department. 


Board of public service consists of 


three members, elected for three-year 
terms. 
Is the chief 
administrative 


body. Can make all contracts author- 
ized by council. 
Has charge of all 


public properties and works. Board 
of public safety of four members, to 
be appointed by the mayor. Has 
charge of fire and police departments. 


The Villages. 


Council shall consist of six mem- 


bers elected at large. Powers are sim- 
ilar to those now enjoyed. Elected 
for three-year terms. The mayor is 
also police judge. His powers are the 
same as those at present exercised by 
village mayors. Village solicitor .to 
appointed by the mayor for a three- 
year term. Usual duties. Street com- 
missioner Is also appointed by the 
mayor for a three-year term. Village 
Clerk Is elected by the people, term 
three years. The village trustees, a 
beard of three members, corresponds 
to the beard of public service for 
cities. They have charge of the cem- 
eteries, -waterworks, lighting plants 
or whatever property the municipality 
may own. They supersede water- 
works trcstees. cemetery trustees and 
similar bodies created, by special acts 
now in existence in Ohio villages. 
They are elected for three-year terms. 


Powers of municipalities, in gen- 


eral, remain the same as at present. 
Franch'.ses must be bid off. Xo street 
railway franchise can be granted for 
a longer term than 25 years. No gas 
light, electic light or fraterwoks fran- 
chise for longer than 10 years. Coun- 
cil authorized to readjnst rates every 
10 years with consent of companies. 
On disagreement arbitration is pro- 
vided for. Power of municipalities to 
borrow money limited in general ac- 
cording to provisions of Ixmgwortfc 
law of the regular session.

Morgan ia the mau of tbe hour tbe fol- 
lowing anecdotes depleting tbe charac- 
teristics of the fiimnHal colossus of tbe 
age are of timely interest: 


Just before be landed In New York 


tbe other day J. Pletpont Morgan was 
asked bj- a photographer If be would 
pose for his picture. Mr. Morgan re- 
plied, "No; I would not pose for you 
for $5.000.000." An attempt upon tbe 
part of a photographer to take a snap- 
shot aroused tbe Indignation of Mr. 
Morgan, and for a time be stood with 
bis cane firmly gripped In bis hand 
looking at tbe camera. When told that 
no picture bad been taken, says tbe 
New York Herald, be turned and walk- 
ed down tbe deck. 


Walter Wellman. according to a San 


Francisco exchange, tells this story. 
illustrative of the blind confidence 
moneyed men place In J. Pierpont 
Mor- 


gan: "It is no uncommon thing for Mr. 
Morgan to take bold of a project re- 
quiring $10.000.000. r20.000.000 or $50,- 
000.000. Without consulting any one. 
be decides what he is going to do. In 
a few hours his messengers are on the 
way to the offices of bis clientele, all 
big firms or capitalists. They carry 
and deliver notes which read some- 
thing like this: 


"Dear Sir— There Is an operation which 


requires about $30.000,000 and «ii montna* 
time. Tour share Is one million.J. P. 3L 


"Within a couple of hours Mr. Mor- 


gan has In bis hands checks for $30.- 
000.000. or whatever the sum is that 
he wants. Not one of tbe subscribers 
knows what he Is up to. and tbe cari- 
ous part of it Is that not one of them 
dares ask aim a single question. For 
six months their money Is in bis bands. 
a pool in which every one but himself 
Is blind, and at the expiration of that 
period they get their checks back, with 
snug profits. I believe if Mr. Morgan 
were pushed to It be could raise a thou- 
sand millions of dollars In forty-eight 
hours." 


J. Pierpont Morgan is always a lib- 


eral man, but he knows bow to invest 
his money where it will do tbe most 
good. Last year Mr. Morgan tried tbe 
world famous baths at Aix-les-Bains. 
in Savoy, for rheumatic troubles, says 
tbe Milwaukee Wisconsin- Whenever 
he leaves a place, be always takes good 
care of the servants. The following 
Incident is related of bow the great 
banker was persuaded by a messen- 
ger boy to give him $500 when $100 
would have been a liberal compensa- 
tion: 


"Pierre." said Mr. Morgan on the day 


of his departure from the watering 
place; "Pierre, here Is $100 for your 
honesty and promptness." (The boy 
had been the steel trust magnate's 
messenger for two weeks.) 


"A thousand thanks, monselgneur," 


replied Pierre, fumbling the money un- 
decidedly. "but monseignenr"— 


"But— whatr' cried Mr. Morgan. 


"did yon expect me to give yon a mil- 
lion?' 


"No, raonselgnetrr. you gave me more 


than 1 deserve. but I would like your 
permission to tell the hotel servants 
that yon gave me $500." 


••Why. you young rascal?" 
"In monseigneur's own interest, to 


be sure. I like to make people believe 
that yon made money at the bourse in- 
stead of losing some during tbe recent 
crisis of which the newspapers telL" 


"You are a clever fellow." langhed 


Mr. Morgan, "but I don't -want yon to 
tell lies on my account. Here is $400 
more." 


While In London a short time ago J. 


Pierpont Morgan visited the Bank of 
England with a large currency note, 
for fthicb he wished to obtain gold, 
says the New York Times. The teller 
examined the note and handed it back. 


"You 
have not indorsed it," he said,
